Because  of  its  widespread  use 
as  a  resource  to  identify  min- 
ority and  women  owned  firms 
for  various  public  and  pri- 
vate agencies,  MDOH  will  con- 
tinue to  identify  certified 
firms  as  DBE  (which  will 
qualify  for  MBE  participa- 
tion) &  WBE • s .  This  will  en- 
able non-highway  agencies  to 
identify  which  firms  are 
owned  by  a  minority  or  fe- 
male; however,  for  Federal 
Aid  highway  projects,  any 
firm  certified  with  MDOH  is 
considered  a  DBE  and  can  be 


used  to  fulfill  the  goals 
requirements  on  Federal  Aid 
h  i  ghway  projects.

Background 

On  March  31,  1980,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Transportation  pub- 
lished regulations  to  imple- 
ment its  MBE  program  under  all 
its  departmental  elements  (FAA 
UMTA,  FHWA,  FRA).  These  regu- 
lations were  published  in  49 
CFR  Part  23,  Subparts  A  and  C 
(Subpart  B  was  reserved). 

On  July  21,  1983,  the  Depart- 
ment published  regulations  im- 
plementing its  DBE  program 
under  Section  105(f)  of  the 
Surface  Transportation  Act  of 
1982,  which  applied  specifi- 
cally to  certain  UMTA  and  FHWA 
assisted  projects.  These  reg- 
ulations were  published  at  49 
CFR  Part  23,  Sub-part  D.  FAA 
regulations  remained  under 
Subparts  A  and  C. 

Relationship  Among  Subparts  A. 
C ■  and  D 

Appendix  A  of  the  Subpart  D 
regulations  included  a  section 
which  clarified  the  relation- 
ship between  Subparts  A  and  C 
to  subpart  D.  Of  primary  im- 
portance, the  contract  award 
procedures  stated  in  Subpart  C 


continued  to  apply  to  all  De- 
partmental elements.  All  DOT 
recipients  may  award  contracts 
only  to  those  successful  bid- 
ders who  either  meet  the  es- 
tablished contract  goals  or 
demonstrate  that  they  made 
good  faith  efforts  to  do  so. 

Primary  differences  between 
Subparts  C  and  D  concern  goal 
setting,  eligibility  for  cer- 
tification for  DBE/MBE/WBE 
businesses  wishing  to  partici- 
pate, and  counting  participa- 
tion toward  meeting  the  vari- 
ous goals.  A  summary  of  FAA 
requirements  follows. 

FAA's  overall  program  is  en- 
titled Minority  Business  En- 
ter p  r  I s  e  (MBE },  definedas  a 
small  business  concern  which 
is  owned  and  controlled  by  one 
or  more  minorities  or  women. 
The  overall  MBE  program  has 
two  distinct  components:  MBE 
and  WBE.  The  FAA's  overall 
program  designation  of  MBE 
should  not  be  interpreted  to 
imply  that  a  firm  certified  as 
a  m i no r I t y -owned  business 
(MBE)  IS  interchangeable  with 
a  firm  certified  as  women- 
owned  (WBE)  for  purposes  of 
certification  or  mee  ting 
goals. 

FAA  requires  that  sponsors 
establish  two  separate  goals 
for  each  FAA  assisted  contract 
which  has  subcontracting  pos- 
sibilities. These  goals  must 
be  established  for  profession- 
al services  contracts  as  well 
as  for  construction.  One  goal 
is  for  minority  owned  (MBE) 
and  the  other  is  for  women- 
owned  businesses  (WBE).  Con- 
tractors must  meet  each  goal 
or  make  good  faith  efforts  to 
meet  each  goal. 


Using  the  DBE  Directory 

Prior  to  recent  changes  in 
Subpart  D,  FAA  recipients 
could,  with  few  exceptions, 
use  the  designation  DBE  inter- 
changeably with  the  designa- 
tion MBE.  The  few  exceptions 
were:  (1)  a  DBE  designation 
excluded  persons  from  Burma, 
Thailand,  and  Portuguese  de- 
sent,  while  an  MBE  could  in- 
clude such  persons,  and  (2)  a 
DBE  might  include  individuals 
who  are  eligible  due  to  such 
circumstances  as  handicap, 
while  an  MBE  might  not.  Since 
Subpart  D  previously  included 
a  separate  designation  of 
women-owned  businesses  (WBE) 
with  the  same  eligibility  cri- 
teria as  under  Subpart  C, 
these  designations  were  com- 
pletely interchangeable  from 
one  DOT  element  to  another 
(i.e.,  from  FHWA  to  FAA  re- 
cipients) . 

Now,  however,  if  FAA  recipi- 
ents wish  to  continue  to  use 
the  existing  Montana  DOT  Dir- 
ectory, they  must  have  some 
means  of  determining  which  of 
the  certified  DBE ' s  are,  in 
fact,  at  least  51%  owned  by 
women  (WBE's).  The  DBE  design- 
ation cannot  be  used  by  FAA 
recipients  to  automatically 
apply  toward  either  the  MBE  or 
WBE  goa I .

Most  highway  construction 


companies  and  DBE  subs  have 
extensive  payroll.   The  as- 
sociated rules  and  regulations 
are  complicated.   Unfortun- 
ately for  construction  com- 
panies they  are  even  more 
complicated.   Here  are  general 
guidelines  and  discussion 
some  tricky  points.  How- 
ever, you  should  consult  your 
attorney,  tax  advisor,  or 
insurance  agent  if  you  have 
any  doubt  about  how  they 
affect  you. 

As  employers,  we  are  all  re- 
sponsible for  collecting  for 
the  proper  government  agency.

(Remember,  you  are  retaining 
part  of  your  employees'  wages 
and  paying  it  to  the  federal 
or  state  government  on  the 
employee's  behalf.

Indian  Employers  and  Employees 
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Payroll  Tax  Tricks  and  Traps 

There  are  some  peculiarities 
to  payroll  taxes  as  they  apply 
to  Montana  construction  con- 
tractors: 

1.  If  your  firm  pays  "Davis 
Bacon"  fringe  benefits  in 
cash,  the  fringe  benefits  are 
treated  as  additional  wages 
and  are  subject  to  all  income, 
social  security,  and  payroll 
taxes. 

2.  Travel  advances  or  reim- 
bursements are  not  subject  to 
withholding.   "Travel"  must  be 
paid  separately  or  specifical- 
ly identified.   The  1986  Tax 
Reform  Act  changed  the  rules 
for  travel;  your  accountant 
can  help  you  with  this  area.

Subcontracting 

One  final  area  of  reporting 
which  can  cause  problems  is 
subcontracting.   Primes  con- 
tract work  out  to  subcontrac- 
tors; subs  contract  work  out 
to  "sub  "-subcontractors.  Since 
business  payments  of  over  $600 
must  be  reported  to  the  Inter- 
nal Revenue  Service  on  Form 
1099,  you  might  consider  get- 
ting your  subcontractor's  Fed- 
eral I.D.  number  at  the  time 
he  or  she  is  signing  the  sub- 
contract. This  will  speed  up 
preparation  of  1099's  each 
January.

Proper  handling  of  payroll 
taxes  and  Workers'  Comp  can 
make  or  break  a  construction 
company.   There  are  specific 
deposit  and  payment  rules  for 
all  payroll  related  taxes.  You 
must  have  an  effective  inter- 
nal payroll  accounting  system 
to  minimize  costs  and  stay  out 
of  trouble. 

For  Workers  Compensation,  de- 
sign your  time  cards  and  pay- 
roll records  to  collect  infor- 
mation related  to  payroll  di- 
visions and  total  hours.

QBE  Goal  Setting  Procedure 

Due  to  the  changing  nature  of 
highway  projects  from  major 
construction  to  widening  and 
overlays,  the  Montana  Depart- 
ment of  Highways  (MDOH)  Civil 
Rights  Bureau  has  received 
concerns  from  prime  contrac- 
tors that  assigning  DBE  work 
items  to  meet  goals  has  been 
difficult  on  some  overlay 
projects. 

The  MDOH  goal  setting  commit- 
tee IS  currently  reviewing  all 
upcoming  Federal-aid  projects 
to  determine  the  feasibility 
of  setting  project  goals.  Pro- 
jects determined  by  the  com- 
mittee to  have  marginal  work 
items  will  be  assigned  mini- 
mal goals.   However,  on  larger 
projects  involving  a  number  of 
potential  DBE  work  items,  the 
goals  may  be  set  higher  than 
10  percent  to  offset  partici- 
pation lost  on  smaller  pro- 
jects. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  ap- 
proach will  enable  the  prime 
contractors  to  more  easily 
identify  DBE  work  items  and 
increase  DBE  participation.

New  Suppliers  Notice  Requirements 


The  1987  legislature  passed  SB  360  which  revised  the  notice 
requirements  concerning  a  suppliers  right  of  action  on  a  Bond 
under  a  public  construction  contract. 

In  order  to  have  a  right  of  action  against  the  contractor  and  his 
bond,  a  written  notice  must  either  be  sent  by  certified  mailed  or 
delivered  personally  no  later  than  30  days  from  first  delivery. 

A  copy  of  the  statute  is  shown  below. 
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18-2-206.  Notice  to  contractor  concerning  subcontractor.  (1)  Every 
person,  firm,  or  corporation  furnishing  provender,  provisions,  materials,  or 
supplies  to  be  used  in  the  construction,  performance,  carrying  on,  prosecution, 
or  doing  of  any  work  for  the  state  or  any  county,  city,  town,  district,  munici- 
pality, or  other  public  body  shall,  not  later  than  30  days  after  the  date  of  the 
first  delivery  to  any  subcontractor  or  agent  of  any  person,  firm,  or  corpora- 
tion having  a  subcontract  for  the  construction,  performance,  carrying  on, 
prosecution  or  doing  of  such  work,  give  a  notice  of  a  right  of  action  on  the 
bond. 

(2)  (a)  The  notice  must  be  delivered  personally  or  sent  by  certified  mail 
to  the  contractor. 

(b)    The  notice  must  be  in  writing  and  state: 

(i)    that  it  is  a  notice  of  a  right  of  action  on  the  bond; 

(ii)  that  the  person,  firm,  or  corporation  giving  the  notice  has  commenced 
to  deliver  provender,  provisions,  materials,  or  supplies; 

(iii)  the  name  of  the  subcontractor  or  agent  who  placed  the  order  or  to 
whom  the  provender,  provisions,  materials,  or  supplies  were  delivered;  and 

(iv)  that  the  contractor  and  his  bond  will  be  held  for  the  unpaid  price  if 
the  supplier  is  not  paid. 

(3)  To  have  a  right  of  action  against  the  contractor  and  his  bond  under 
this  part,  a  person,  firm,  or  corporation  must  give  the  written  notice  required 
by  this  section  in  substantially  this  form.  Any  other  type  of  actual  or  con- 
structive notice  is  not  sufficient.  -, 

(4)  No  suit  or  action  may  be  maintained  in  any  court  against  the  contrac- 
tor or  his  bond  to  recover  for  such  provender,  provisions,  material,  or  supplies 
or  any  part  thereof  unless  the  provisions  of  this  part  have  been  complied 
with.
